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Dear Friends, 


How are you ? 
The theory of Karma is such an interesting and vast subject that one can write 
volumes on it but for now we are going to learn about it in short? In the previous 
issue we have discussed about the different kinds of Karmas. Today we will learn 
more. | k ak 

Q. 20. When did the soul first acquire Karmas ? , 

Ans. Since time immemorial the soul is with the Karmas as the gold is with the 
dross in the mine. No one knows when the gold was mixed. with the dross 
(impurities). In the same manner the soul is with the Karmas (matter), from 
beginningless time. No one knows when the soul was first bound by the, Karmas. It 
is known that the Karmas are time bound, during which the soul bears the fruits of 
the Karmas—good or bad and eventually rids itself of the bondage. But if the soul 
indulges itself in new activities of the mind, speech and body it acquires new 
Karmas and thus new bondage. In this way the soul is bound by Karmas. So the 
cycle of birth and death continues and so does our wandering in this world. The 
worldly soul has remained deluded about its true nature and has reacted to any 
given situation with either attachment or with aversion. As such, the Atma is 
supposed to just witness whatever is happening as a result of previous Karmas 
without any reaction and thus avoid the inflow of Karmas. ` 

Q. 21. What are the ways to be free from bondage of Karmas ? 

Ans. Where there is a lock, there is a key. In the same way where there is bondage, 
there is freedom. The freedom of the soul can be attained by Samvara and Nirjara : 
two of the nine fundamental principles discussed in the earlier issues. Samvara 
means prevention of the incoming Karmas by self restrain of the body, speech and 
mind and staying free from the passing of anger, ego, deceit and greed. Nirjara 
means the eradication of the old Karmas through austerity (tapä) like fasting, 


service, meditation etc. For the liberation of the soul fundamental principles play a 


significant role. 

Q. 22. The word tapa is extensively used in Jain philosophy. So please 
explain what is tapa (austerity or penance) ? 

Ans. When an alloy metal in gold is heated at a certain temperature all the inferior 
etal is burnt and what remains is 24 carat gold. In the same 'way through the 
practice of tapa the Karmic particles that cover the soul are burnt and the soul 
becomes pure consciousness. As the gold is purified by fire the soul is purified by the 
fire of tolerance and patience. Sometimes the tapa is compared with a sun. As the 
presence of the sun removes darkness and illumines the world in the same way the 
practice of tapa consumes the Karmas and illumines the consciousness with 
compassion. As the sun has twelve months tapa has twelve aspects. 


Q. 23. Which are the aspects of tapa and explain them? 
Ans. Tapa has twelve aspects, six external and six internal. 
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Six external (Bahya) tapa are : 
(1) Anshan : Renouncing food for a day or more. 


(2) Unodari : Eating a few morsels less than what is required to satisfy the 
appetite. 


(3) Vritti Sankshep : Restricting the number of things to be eaten. One must 


manage to live with the minimum of necessaries. In this way one minimizes one’s 
desires and one’s cravings. 


(4) Ras Tyag : Abstaining from special items of food which one most enjoys. It 
means renouncing those kinds of food and drink that provokes passions in an 
individual. There are six kinds of delicacies called vigai. They are ghee, oil, milk, 
curd (yogurt), fried foods and sweets. Renouncing one or more of these ‘means ras 
tyag. 

(5) Kayaklesh : The body should be strengthened so that it may withstand 


ailments and disorders. One must develop more capacity for physical tolerance 
without the mind being disturbed. 


(6) Samlinata : Avoidance of temptation by control of senses and mind. Sitting 
in solitude with peace and quiet one must become immersed in meditation and 
recitation of mantras and prayers. 

Six internal (Abhyantar) tapa are: 


(1) Prayashchit : It is reviewing one’s error of omission and commission, one’s 
mistakes and weakness and determine not to commit such faults again in future. 


(2) Vinay : One must be polite and respectful to the spiritually advanced souls, 
parents, teachers, elders and the virtuous. 


(3) Vaiyavachya : One should render service to the sick, the weak and the 
needy and give them the necessary help. It also means serving with devotion 
spiritual teachers, ascetics and virtuous people. 

(4) Swadhyay : One must study, teach and reflect on what one experiences. 
Spiritual studies lead to self realization that ends the cycle of birth and death. The 
word swadhyay means “the study of the self”. | 

(5) Dhyan : Focusing the mind on the Atma and meditating with devotion that 
the Atma has the potentiality of becoming Paramatma. Meditating upon the 
presence of the Divine Self as the embodiment of love in the lotus of your heart. 

(6) Kayotsarga : It means detachment of the body and the awareness of the 
Atma. In this process one merges into one’s self and relaxes the whole body. Here 
one gives up the attachment to the body, senses and mind and is indifferent to its 
needs. One feels free from the gravitational pull of the matter (pudgala).
